Arrests Held Reducing 


Highway Death Rate 


S A C R A M E N T O (AP) - 


Sharp rises in arrests for drunk­ 


en driving, speeding and jay­ 


walking 
are 
among 
reasons 


cited by Gov. Reagan for con­ 
tinued reduction in the death 
rate on California highways. 
In revealing the news Sun­ 
day, 
Reagan also noted 
that 
while the rate of death for each 
100 million miles driven is de­ 
clining, the number of fatalities 
still goes up, as more miles are 
driven by more people. 
"A decrease in the death rate 
can be no comfort to those be­ 
reaved by such tragedies,” he 
remarked, in pointing out that 
5.080 persons died on California 
roads last year — 227 more 
than 1968. 
The national rate of deaths 
per 100 million miles is 5.3. but 
California's sank to 4.5 in 1969, 
down from the previous low of 
4.6 the year before. 
Part of the reason. Reagan 
reported, is that arrests by the 
California Highway Patrol for 
drunken driving were up 27 per 
cent from 1968. Arrests for jay­ 


walking were up 18 per cent, 
and 50 per cent over the last 
three 
years. 
Speeding 
tickets 
rose 15 per cent, and the num­ 
ber is up 60 per cent in three 
years. * 
The governor said he is order­ 
ing a special study to deter­ 
mine where and why the major 
increases in traffic deaths are 
occuring. He also again called 
for various traffic safety action 
by state agencies, and by the 
legislature, such as giving the 
patrol the funds to use radar 
for catching speeders. 
Statistically, the report noted 
there are fewer deaths per 100 
million miles driven on free­ 
ways than on other roads. The 
death rate is 2.5 on the free­ 
ways, and 5.53 off. 
The 
report also noted 
that 
fatalities 
among 
motorcyclists 
continue to increase, up 10 per 
cent in 1969 from 1968.

Knox, h o w e v e r , said “ the 
agency which presides over the 
density of San Francisco Bay 
ought to be directly answerable 
to the voters of the Bay Area.’’ 
An 
appointive BCDC “ was 
adequate while b a s i c a l l y a 
study commission,” Knox said, 
but his bill last year that made 
it a permanent agency, he not­ 
ed. 
Opposition the bill can be ex­ 
pected from the League of Cali­ 
fornia Cities and the Association 
of Bay A r e a Governments, 
which favor control of such 
agencies by elected city and 
county officials.

laws. The effect is a freeze on 
new construction until needed 
improvements in treatment can 
be made. 
San Francisco's city engineer, 
Robert C. Levy, who branded 
the order as "completely unjus­ 
tified." said it would halt $100 
million in new construction, and 
that the needed improvements 
could cost up to $400 million. 
The state board's action came

Probe Continues In 


College Co-Ed Death

SANTA ROSA — Interviews 
continued today in the investiga­ 
tion of the death of Eva Lu- 
cienne Blau, the Sonoma State 
College co-ed whose body was 
found Friday in a field off Peta­ 
luma Hill Road, Santa Rosa. 
Inspector John Coffman of the 
Sonoma County Sheriffs office 
reported virtually no leads in 
the case, but said the depart­ 
ment was contacting her college! 
f r i e n d s for information that 
could give cause for her death. 


The 17-year-old f r e s h m a n 
from Berkeley had bruises on 
her body and puncture wounds 
under the chin. Marks on her 
wrists indicated her hands had 
been bound. 


The sheriff's office was await- j 
ing results from an autopsy and 
pathology tests to determine the 
exact cause of death. Sonoma 
County Coroner Andrew7 Johan­ 
sen said that toxicology tests 
would also be made to deter­ 
mine if the girl had been poi­ 
soned or drugged. 


Coffman said tiiat friends had 
seen her T h r u s d a y evening. 
Tests showed she had died at 11 
p.m. that night. 


The preliminary autopsy re­ 
ported she had not been sexual­ 
ly assaulted or beaten. When 
found by a rancher at 9:30 a.m. 
F r i d a y , her blue turtleneck 
sweater had been pulled up 
around her neck and her under­ 
garments had been pulled down 
across her knees. 


The body, which had appar­ 
ently been dragged 20 feet from 


the road, was covered with a 
blue coat.

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ART REVIEW 
Black Artists Reach Into 


Backgrounds In All Forms 


By LAURA D EV EN D O RF 


Is there something discernibly 
ethnic about the work of black 
artists? Yes and no, if the Cali­ 
fornia Black A r t i s t s' show 
through April 10 at the College 
of Marin gallery can guide our 
judgment. 
The exhibit of p a i n t i n g s , 
graphics and sculpture by black 
artists throughout the state was 
arranged by Mrs. E. J Mont­ 
gomery, President of Art West 
Associated North. Inc. .an or­ 
ganization of Bay Area black 
artists. 
As a group, if it shows a spe­ 
cial interest it is in people, from 
studio figure studies to massive 
social comments, shown in pow­ 
erful painted and sculpted im­ 
ages as well as gentler ones in 
charcoal, print and pencil. 


STUDIES IN HATRED 
Fortunately, there are no oth­ 
ers like William Henderson's 
two grotesque paintings which 
are consummate s t u d i e s in 
hatred. One shows the nude 
body of a black woman, a uni­ 
formed policeman sawing off 
her leg and an animal perched 
on her stomach eating her en­ 
trails, while other dead blacks 
hang in the background. 
In the other, a policeman with 
a huge bloody knife hacks away 
at fleeing naked blacks while a 
hooded figure sits at a table 
gnawing on a severed arm. Hen­ 
derson’s painting technique has 
the same uncontrolled rage as 
his themes. As paintings, they 
are f r e n z i e d failures and 
c o n s e q u e n t l y , their self- 
conscious messages go right 
down the tube with them. 
In contrast, there is Elginia 
McCrary’s “ Slave Child.” its 
cool painterly clarity stopping 
you with both its beauty and its! 
potent point of view. In it a 
chained silhouette stands on a 
distant horizon while close up. 
there is the powerful dignity of 
a black woman’s face and a fig­ 
ure in cricifixion pose hung on 
her breast. 


UNIVERSAL APPROACH 
Fewer artists seem interested 
in nonobjective approaches'such 
as Marin resident Pearl Drob’s 
calligraphic swirls or the heroi­ 
cally scaled jigsaw puzzle-like 
wall relief of rounded polished 
color. But in this area much 
that is universal in art comes 
through. Ben Hazard's lighted 
heptagonal plexiglass wail piece 
with its etched inner bird tele­ 
scoping into infinity, is a race- 
less thing of label free interest. 
And John Outterbridge’s arrest­ 
ing combination of gleaming 
aluminum and junk, “ No Time 
For Living.” has equal degrees 
of strength and fcehng. 
So, from this show it would 
seem that black artists have the 
same successes and failures a 
any other artists. They too work 
with the things which are part 
of their environment and which 
are meaningful to them. 
Since black American art has 
had little exposure, a segregat­ 
ed show of this kind is interest­ 
ing. It is also something of a 
curiosity piece. And perhaps the 
day will mercifully come when 
such racial designations need 
not be made and when at least 
the artists among us can stand 
on the merit of their work 
alone.

NEW YORK (IJPD—An unu­ 
sual example of a minimum of 
tampering with original mater­ 
ial in turning a play into a 
musical is to be found at the 
Broadway Theater where "Pur- 
lie” opened Sunday night.

the stage curtains had a slightly 
deadening effect on resonance 
for the two cellos in the back. 
One more instrument and more 
brilliant sonorities over came 
this in the octet.

Librarian Leaving Post Soon

All retirem ents a re sad, but 
Dorothy M. Thomas, who is in 
her 20th and final year as Mill 
Valley librarian, thinks she will 
leave the store in good hands. 
“ I feel fine about retiring 
since I know the library will 
find an experienced person to 
take over,” said Mrs. Thomas, 
who departs May 1. ‘‘There is a 
certain 
advantage 
to having 
someone 
come 
in 
with 
new 
ideas. 
New ideas or not, her suc­ 
cessor will find a lot to take 
care of. First, there is the 
cozy 
new 
library 
building , 
nudged amid a grove of red­ 
woods and winner of two ma­ 
jor architectural awards. Sec­ 
ond, there’s a growing book 
collection and circulation and 
increasing use of the library 
as a community center. Then 
there's . . . oh, yes . . . a 
pudgy tomcat named Flower 
Bower Gower Champion, who 
walked in the door three years 
ago and now has the run of 
the place. 
Each is symbolic of the Tilom­ 
as adm inistration, having trans­ 
formed the cold routine of a li­ 
brary visit into a brightening 
experience, 
but 
she 
declines 
personal credit. 
“ It's a very satisfing town to 
work in because of residents’ 


interest in their library,” s h e , 
said. “And because of their in -! 
terest, they have supported it 
well.” 
For Mrs. 
Thomas, 
a soft- 
spoken but spirited woman, Mill 
Valley was the last stop in 1950 
I of a career that spanned two 
decades and carried her across 
both oceans. 


A native of Buffalo, N.Y., she 
had originally p l a n n e d upon 
graduation from the University 
of Buffalo to become a high 
school librarian because of re- 
ports of good pay, but wound up 
as a reference librarian. 
Later, lured by travel oppor-j 
tunities and a job offer at the 
American Library in Paris, she 
went to Europe — and m et the 
m an she was to m arry. Ironical­ 
ly, Sydney F. Thomas, now a 
certified public accountant in 
San Francisco, was also from 
Buffalo, and had even attended 
the sam e gram m ar school as 
his wife, but the pair had never 
m et — until he went to Paris on 
a business trip. 


After a year at the Paris li­ 
brary, she returned to Buffa­ 
lo, marrying in 1930 and re­ 
suming work as a reference 
librarian. That job lasted sev­ 
en years, whereupon she fol­ 
lowed her husband to his new 
job in California. 
It was in Chico, where the 


couple settled, that Mrs. Thom­ 
as's career was abruptly de­ 
toured. The couple took an in- : 
terest in gold mining and leased 
a mine near Paradise in Butte 
County. 
“We lived at the mine and 
employed a few miners, but it 
didn't turn out to be a paying 
operation when World War 11 
started. The cost of m aterials | 
went up and you would spend 
too much money to get from one 
pocket (of gold) to the next.” 
That h a v i n g ended, M rs.; 
Thomas followed her husband 
on his civilian and Naval career 
that took them to New York, 
Washington, D.C., Guam, Seat­ 
tle, Sausalito and finally, in 
1946, Mill Valley, although the 
couple later moved to Corte Ma­ 
dera, their current home. She 
held various jobs along the way, 
landing the Mill Valley post in 
1950. 
The library at that time was 
crowded into two floors of the 
aging Carnegie Building on 
Lovell Avenue. Several years 
later 
—• 
with 
books 
often 
stacked seven deep to save 
space and others stored, in­ 
conveniently to be sure, in 
Petalum a — a new library be­ 
cam e urgent. 


Depsite the handicaps, the li­ 
brary in 1962 becam e the first in 
California jto win a $1.000 Doro­ 


thy Canfield Fisher Award spon­ 
sored by the Book-of-the-Month 
Club. 
After two narrow defeats at 
the polls, in 1956 and ’58, a bond 
issue was successful in 1964, 
paving the way for opening two 
years later of a new $493,000 li­ 
brary at the Throckmorton Ave­ 
nue fringe of Old Mill Park. The 
building, warm and imaginative 
with towering windows that ex­ 
pose the lush surroundings, has 
an 
art 
gallery 
and 
meeting 
room, in addition to spacious j 
reading areas. 
“The building attracts a great 
m any people who couldn’t use 
or weren’t interested in the old 
library,” 
Mrs. 
Thomas 
said. 
“ With a larger, m odern build­ 
ing, we’re able to do more 
things.” 


Community 
activities 
range i 
from meetings of investment 
groups to cham ber music con­ 
certs to lectures on such noto­ 
rious characters as Black Bart, 
the frontier outlaw 
all en­ 
couraged by Mrs. Thomas. 
I sc of the library's collec­ 
tion, which now totals 66,217 
as compared with 19,260 in 
1950, has also increased. Cir­ 
culation in 1950 was 67,236. In 
1969, it was 264,356. Cardhold­ 
ers number 6,128, about half \ 
the population of Mill Valley, 
although many outside resi­ 


dents regularly draw from its 
shelves. 
Mrs. Thomas said m em ber­ 
ship in several library organiza­ 
tions, including the North Bay 
Cooperative Library S y s t e m , 
opens the resources of most of 
the state’s libraries to Mill Val- 
leyans. Mrs. Thomas helped de­ 
velop and is form er charim an of 
the board of the Bay group, and 
also has served as president of 
the Golden Gajte District and as 
legislative chairm an of the Cali­ 
fornia Library Association. 
As to the tastes of her custom ­ 
ers, Mrs. Thomas observe less 
interest in ioreign affairs, p ar­ 
ticularly European, but a surge 
in the crafts, the environment 
and the culture and history of 
black people — reflective, she 
said, of current social and politi­ 
cal mood. 
“ I’m not in favor of censor­ 
ship." she said. Through it. she 
believed, “ you're calling atten­ 
tion to things which under nor­ 
mal circumstances would be of 
in*crest to only a certain nuoi­ 
lier of people " 


Sin said the pleasure of read­ 


ing is in gaining “ an idea of 


how other people think . . . get­ 
ting s o m e o n e else's ideas. " 


Upon retirem ent, she plans to 
“catch up on reading” and “ do 


whatever I please.”

Richardson Bay Plan 


Offers 'Last, Best Hope' 


Nearly 23 years ago, in June, 1947, 
a plan for development of Richardson 
Bay was prepared by Mary Robinson 
Gilkey, Marin County planning techni­ 
cian. as p r e 1 u d e to hoped-for Army 
C o r p s of Engineers dredging of the 
bay’s channel. 
It called for extensive fill on the 
Sausalito s i de of the bay. with two 
large residential subdivisions on filled 
land. One of these was labeled a “ Ven­ 
ice’’ subdivision with small c a n a l s 
from the bay connecting the homesites 
to the channel. 
A harbor for large yachts was pro­ 
posed below Strawberry Heights, in ad­ 
dition to George Zaro’s harbor already 
proposed at that time farther north­ 
west. Parks and playgrounds were en­ 
visioned also on land then under wa­ 
ter. 
The plan called for development to 
the limits of the underwater streets on 
the Sausalito side. Except for the two 
yacht harbors, there would have been 
only the c h a n n e l remaining in open 
water above Strawberry Point. But the 
channel would have been e n l a r g e d 
through the Mill Valley marshlands to 
reach a small craft harbor—which was 
sought even then by the Mill Valley 
Chamber of Commerce. 


MANY THINGS have happened to 
Richardson Bay since 1947— none of 
them according to the plan that was 
then produced by the county planning 
department. 
Although relatively little of the un­ 
derwater portion that is mapped for 
streets and blocks has been filled, lin­ 
gers of fill have been extended into 
the bay. Barge and houseboat colonies 
have grown where the two residential 
subdivisions w e r e envisioned. And 
more and more mud has been washed 
into the bay, until now much of the 
underwater area is under water only 
at high tide. 


LAST FALL, the county planning 
department, now under Paul C. Zuck-

er, at last came up with a new plan for 
Richardson Bay. It would permit fill­ 
ing p r i v a t e l y owned lands in what 
were once sho w n as the residential 
subdivisions to a maximum of 40 per 
cent of each owner’s area. It would re­ 
store an open bay in part of what was 
shown on the 1947 map as merely a 
channel. It would provide for a green 
area, and for waterfront bicycle and 
pedestrian paths. 
With the exception of George Kap­ 
pas—who objected to the fill restric­ 
tions— property owners on Richardson 
Bay went along with the new plan. It 
appears to solve at last a long dispute 
over what should be done to save the 
bay from its steady decline into a mud 
flat and to allow' owners to develop 
their property without destroying the 
bay. 
However, when the plan went be­ 
fore the Bay Conservation and Devel­ 
opment Commission on March 5. there 
were 561 postcards, letters and tele­ 
grams o p p o s i n g it. And speaking 
against it on behalf of the Marin Con­ 
servation League was Mary Summers, 
who in 1947 was Mary Robinson Gil­ 
key, the county planner. Disavowing 
her earlier plan, she urged the whole 
bay be put in some sort of redevelop­ 
ment project. 


W E A G REE with chairman John 
E. Mclnnis of the county board of su­ 
pervisors, who said: “ If the plan is de­ 
feated this time, 1 contend that that 
end of the bay will be permanently 
and forever lost.’’ 
In the 23 y e a r s since that first 
plan, it has become quite evident that 
Richardson Bay can destroy itself with 
little help from man. Much of what 
was then open water is now mudflat. 
Unless rational development is permit­ 
ted. that is what it soon will all be­ 
come—except for the channel to be 
dredged by the Corps of Engineers. 
We hope that BCDC, at its second 
h e a r i n g Thursday, will approve the 
plan to save Richardson Bay.

There 
is a great talk today about the 
mass transit, and I am not 
going to quarrel with the idea 
that mass transit, of course, 
should be developed for the 
sake of those who for one rea­ 
son or another cannot provide 
their own transportation.

Tree Ordinance 


Called Dangerous 


The ridiculous tree demoli­ 
tion ordinance given initial ap­ 
proval by the Tiburon City 
Council at its March 10 meet­ 
ing should arouse the indigna­ 
tion, wrath and suspicion of 
every Marin County resident. 
The ordinance itself is so 
loosely drawn, it would be im­ 
possible of inforcement. More 
than that, it will create unnec­ 
essary and costly government­ 
al interference into an area 
obviously reserved for private 
arbitration and settlement. 
And the proposed law. if 
passed by the Tiburon Council, 
may well proliferate into other 
areas of Marin, to be used as 
a v e h i c l e for “ reasonable 
clearance” of properties by 
developers and promoters who 
might otherwise be deterred 
from this type of objection­ 
able action. 
Mr. Bremer's comment to 
the contrary that “ the ordi­ 
nance will be enacted in a rea­ 
sonable manner, and probably 
be invoked only in unusual 
circumstances” , there are no 
guarantees that the good inten­ 
tions of Mr. Bremer and his 
collègues will outlive their ten­ 
ure on the council, not to men­ 
tion that once established in a 
body of law, other less enlight­ 
ened Marin governments could 
easily incorporate similar or­ 
dinances for less lofty purpos­ 
es. 
In these days, when the cry 
for 
environmental 
preserva­ 
tion is so strong throughout 
the land, it is time that we 
soberly consider the total ram­ 
ifications of our previous ac­ 
tions in this area. It is no time 
to initiate costly, unworkable, 
damaging, highly suspicious, 
and probably unconstitutional 
legislation of this type.

We badly need a reasonably 
consistent p o l i c y to decide 
which foreign countries to rec­ 
ognize. 


Divided and diverse public 
opinion will of course affect 
the President’s decisions. For 
example, President Eisenhow­ 
er privately favored recogniz­ 
ing Red China, but he thought 
it would stir too great a do­ 
mestic controversy. 


ALTHOUGH MOST Ameri­ 
cans appear to agree that dip­ 
lomatic recognition does not of 
itself imply approval, they of­ 
ten refuse to accept this prin­ 
ciple when it crosses their own 
convictions. 
Many conservatives are hor­ 
rified at the prospect of recog­ 
nizing Red China because they 
disapprove of its government 
and don’t like the way it came 
to power and the way it uses 
power. 
Many 
liberals, 
who 
favor 
recognizing Red China despite 
the fact they disapprove its 
government, passionately fa­ 
vor our de-recognizing 
other 
foreign 
governments because 
they disapprove of them—such 
as Greece. Haiti, Brazil. Por­ 
tugal and South Africa. 
And few people seem dis­ 
turbed now that President Nix­ 
on cut the last thin thread of 
relationship 
w i t h 
Rhodesia 
when the all-white government 
of Ian Smith broke with Great 
Britain in order to keep it 
all-white. 


HASN’T THE TIM E come 
for the United States to have a 
mature and realistic attitude 
t o w a r d diplomatic relations 
with all kinds of foreign gov­ 
ernments? Why not the follow­ 
ing as guiding principles: 
1—Realize 
that 
diplomatic 
recognition 
is 
a 
means 
to 
achieve national purposes. We 
can rarely achieve any nation­ 
al purpose by ignoring a coun­ 
try or its people. 
2—Recognition is simply a 
means of exchanging diplo­ 
matic representatives so that 
each country can get firsthand 


knowledge of the other nation 
and its people. Our presence in 
a country may net grea :y af­ 
fect its government’ 
actions, 
but we are throw r rj away an 
opportunity to influence policy 
and know a people by neglect­ 
ing person-to-person contact. 
3—Except in a rare instance 
when it clearly serves a na­ 
tional interest, 
forget about 
diplomatic recognition as the 
equivalent of moral approval 
of the government concerned. 
President Nixon and the Sen­ 
ate are in agreement on that 
proposition. With only three 
dissenting votes, the Senate 
took this view in a resolution 
adopted last September. 
These guidelines 
apply to 
recognizing new governments 
even though we dislike them 
or to de-recognizing old gov- 
e r n m e n t s when we dislike 
them. 


SOME POLITICAL liberals 
are eager to sec the United 
States 
break 
relations 
with 
Brazil because it doesn't have 
what they deem a liberal gov­ 
ernment. It didn't have a lib­ 
eral government during World 
War II. But former Sec. of 
State Dean Acheson has use­ 
fully pointed out that we main­ 
tained close relations with the 
Vargas dictatorship and as a 
result Brazil spurned the Axis 
powers, declared war on them, 
participated 
in 
the 
antisub­ 
marine patrol of the South At­ 
lantic and was the only Latin- 
American state to send troops 
to fight in Europe. 
Not a bad dividend for main­ 
taining 
diplomatic 
relations 
with somebody we didn’t like. 
President Nixon was wise to 
close the U.S. consulate in 
Rhodesia, and it is a valid ex­ 
ception to the general rule. It 
is valid because this action 
serves the national interest. It 
is valid because it is one small 
action which will best demon­ 
strate to all of black Africa 
America’s understanding and 
support for them and our deep 
distate for a Rhodesian regirqe 
which keeps denying to 96 per 
cent of its people any mean­ 
ingful part in their nation’s 
government.

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McNears Beach Park Likely 


To Have Admittance Charge 


With the p u r c h a s e of 
McNears Beach as a county 
park, the county will probably 
start charging admission in 
one form or another. 
Unlike other smaller parks 
in the county park system, 
Mctfears has a pool and two 
tennis courts, plus buildings 
that can be used for conces­ 
sions. 
Cost of upkeep, including 
lifeguards, will be much more 
than at other country parks 
that are relatively undevel­ 
oped. It’s only fair that those 
who use the facilities help pay 
for the maintenance. There 
will be some who will seldom 
or never use McNears Beach 
Park. Having contributed to 
the purchase of the park as 
taxpayers, s uc h individuals 
should not have to continue 
paying for upkeep of a pool, 
tennis courts and other facili­ 
ties which they never use. The 
active users should bear more 
of the burden. 


THE 
QUESTION 
before 
the Marin County Parks and 
Recreation Commission, and 
ultimately the board of super­ 
visors, is whether admission 
fee will be by car, by person, 
or whether fees should be 
charged only for the pool and 
tehnis courts. 
The p a r k s commissioners 
will probably get public reac­ 
tion to these questions before 
their next meeting on April 8. 
Another question is what to 
name the new park. McNears 
Beach is the traditional name. 
Another suggestion is to name 
it after the late Caroline Liver- 


more, the well-known conser­ 
vationist. 


THEY’RE TRYING to drum 
up enthusiasm for a new ath­ 
letic event called the Golden 
Gate Marathon, to be run on 
Memorial Day from Paradise 
Beach in Tiburon to the Mari­ 
na Green in San Francisco. 
Sponsors hope that in a few 
years it will rival the famed 
Boston run. 
Only trouble is, there’s some 
opposition to the marathon, es­ 
pecially because it is set for 
Memorial Day. They figure 
the street and highway conges- 
tioh will be too much, as run­ 
ners weave their way though 
populated centers like Sausali- 
to. 
Pierre Joske. county parks 
and recreation director, has a 
good idea: change the starting 
point to say Rodeo Lagoon. 
And if that isn’t far enough 
away to make it a 26-mile 
marathon, let the runners cir­ 
cle the hills of Marin head­ 
lands a few times b e f o r e 
crossing the bridge into the 
Marina Green in San Francis­ 
co.

Why Minimum Voting Age? 


Why Not Require Examination? 


We were sitting around a 
large round table in the Huck- 
ins Hotel restaurant in Okla­ 
homa City one afternoon sev­ 
eral years ago, talking poli­ 
tics. With us was a Britisher, a 
naturalized citizen of the Unit­ 
ed States. He was embarrass­ 
ing us by again revealing that 
naturalized citizens generally 
know more about the mechan­ 
ics of their adopted country’s 
government than the home­ 
grown variety. 
His knowledge of our Consti­ 
tution and keen insight in our 
political workings upheld my 
contention that the right io 
vote in this country is capri­ 
ciously designated. 


IN PREVIOUS columns I've 
taken 
a stand 
against 
18- 
year-olds having the right to 
vote—not to put down 
18- 
vear-olds, but because I’m op­ 
posed to arbitrary lines and 
limits drawn for individuals. I 
believe these lines are defined 
as a matter of convenience, 
and accuse them of being es­ 
tablished for the sake of ease 
and efficiency, obviating the 
necessity of having to cope 
with individual differences. ' 
In the same area is the rule 
that driver licenses cannot be 
granted until the age of 16 (or 
w h a t e v e r ) . It’s easier and 
more 
efficient than having 
comprehensive 
examinations 
that establish a person as 
being physically and psychol­ 
ogically capable as well as1 
being knowledgeable enough to j 
handle a vehicle competently 
and safely, regardless of his 
chronological age. 
At the other end of the scale, 
we find airline pliots approving 
the law of compulsory retire­ 
ment at the age of 60, declar­ 
ing it to be discriminatory, j 
Chronological age should not 
be the standard by which an 
individual’s ability to function; 
as required is determined. 
Some pilots should retire at an 
earlier age; others are compe­ 
tent to fly the giant transports 
well beyond the 60-year mile­ 
post. 
On that note, let’s go back to 
the business of voting. 


W E OUGHT to take into ac­ 
count the painful fact that the! 
percentage of voters showing j 
up at the voting booths on1 
election day is disconcertingly 
low. Is it possible that one of 
the reasons might be the tend-; 
ency to value lightly anything 
that is acquired so easily? I’m 
inclined to think so. To be 
handed the right to vote sim­ 
ply because one has reached 
the age 18 or 21 is to put a 
minimal value on it—despite, 


all the lofty rhetoric to the 
contrary. 


The tests given foreigners 
desiring to become citizens 
cannot be passed by the aver­ 
age native-born American. I 
make this as an unequivocal 
statement and with no qualifi­ 
cation. Nor do I propose to re­ 
duce these standards. 1 do pro­ 
pose, h o w e v e r , that these 
same standards be applied to 
all citizens before they are 
permitted to exercise their 
franchise. Passing such a test 
w’ould earn them the right to 
vote—and that right would nat­ 
urally assume a higher value, 
as it should. 


UNDOUBTEDLY r a i s i n g 
such an idea as this would stir 
controversy, even resentment. 
It would be said that the prin­ 
ciple was resolved by the foun­ 
ders of our republic. With that 
there’s no argument, but on 
the other hand, did the foun­ 
ders of this nation agree to 
universal sufferage? 


Thinking we should be more 
concerned with the quality, not 
quantity, of the voters, I have 
long and vigorously opposed 
universal sufferage. 


It is a quicksand into which 
we’ll sink, making us an ar­ 
chaeological c u r i o s i t y for 
some future and wiser civiliza­ 
tion to ponder. Universal suf­ 
ferage is the triumph of dema­ 
gogues, a debilitating catalyst 
in an otherwise virile republic.

First Reforms Since 


1556 For Seminaries 


VATICAN CITY (AP» - In 
the first major reform of educa­ 
tion norms for Roman Catholic 
priests since 1556. the Vatican 
decreed today that seminaries 
put more stress on teaching 
about sex, Christian unity and 
atheism. 
A 10,000-word Latin document 
signed by France’s Jean Cardi- ! 
nal 
Garrone, 
head 
of 
the 
Congregation for Catholic Insti­ 
tutions, insists that seminaries: 
—Cultivate a sense of social 
justice in their students. 
—Give students a say in poli­ 
cy-making with their rector. 
—Orient seminarians to ap­ 
proach pastoral problems in a 
down-to-earth way. 
The document, written with 
the help of bishops around the 
world, asserts a continuing need 
for “ minor” seminaries, where 
boys enter at age 14. However, 
it allows bishops great flexibili­ 
ty to mold seminaries for all 
age groups to fit differing na­ 
tional cultures. 
The decree draws heavily on 
documents of the second Vati­ 
can Council. 
Throughout much of the Ro­ 
man Catholic world, seminaries 
already are using many of the 
norms handed down today. The 
decree gives official blessing to 
the programs of these seminar­ 
ies. 
A “ good sex education is re­ 
quired” for seminarians, the de­ 
cree states, “ in order that the 
choice of celibacy may be truly j 
free.” It orders that candidates 
for the priesthood be taught to 
esteem “ the benefits of the mar­ 
ried state.” 
The document says nothing' 
about dating for minor semina-

The aim is simplicity and 
ready understanding. "The val­ 
ley of the shadow of death" in 
the 23rd Psalm has become a 
"valley dark as death." 
Reactions ranged from solid 
approval to disappointment. 
Dr. Cecil Northcott, churches 
correspondent of the Daily Tele­ 
graph, 
said: 
“ It 
will 
rank 
among 
the 
great 
Biblical 
achievements. Never wras the 
English-speaking world better 
provided for in contemporary 
translations of the Bible than to­ 
day, and the New English Bible 
is the crowning venture." 
John Redfern, churches corre­ 
spondent of the Daily Express, 
predicted 
"Many 
arguments 
about the translation, but I be­ 
lieve that it fulfills its task— 
•which was to communicate—aJt 
all points.” 
However, Jesuit scholar Peter 
Levi commented in the Sunday 
Observer: “ The new Bible is 
written in a deadly and churchy 
mandarin, heavy without being 
smooth 
and 
jagged 
without 
being strong."

L O N D O N (London Express 
News 
Service)—London 
is

sunnier, healthier place to live 
in than it was only a few years 
ago.

their use com pletely.” 
A m ajor survey into the prob­ 
lem , organized by the Royal 
College of G eneral P ractition­ 
ers, is now nearing com pletion.
